The inquiry into the eircumstanoes of the 
lato Cre at Gowen & Loeweu's distillery com- 
menced yesterday at ono o'olock before Mr 
Pemberton, and a jury ol tbroo, Meesrs Fell, 
Mallandaine and A. Wilson, the former uct- 
iog as foreman. A man named David 
JenDor, under arreat on suspicion of firing 
tho premises intentionally, was defended by 
Mr Copland. Mr Bishop also appeared on 
behalf of tho Insurance Company and mort- 
gagees. The first witness called was 

Sergt Bowden, of the Polioo— Ho testified 
to being at tbe fire on Tuesday night; cross- 
ed tho ferry immediately after the alarm was 
given; went amongst other things to inquire 
into the causo of the fire ; Irom information 
he received shortly alter aniving he watched 
and subsequently arrested tbe man present, 
David Jeoner. Tbe man seemed anxious to 
return to tho Victoria side, and he crossed 
over wiih him in tbe same boat. Gave him 
the usual caution when arrested not to crim- 
iudto Liujsalf.
